Gasoline Tank 
Exploded 


Fierce flames flared from an exploding 


tank of gasoline at the Fatrvlew picnic 
grounds, near Martinez, Contra Costa 
county, yesterday, enveloped three, men 
and a -woman, and, In the presence of a 
thousand horrified spectators, the 
four 


were terribly burned before rescued. One 
of the men and the woman will probably 
die. 


While merry plcnlcers hovered about 


at a safe distance, Pearl Frlsble, adver- 
tised to make a 
balloon ascension at 


Falrvlew Park yesterday afternoon, was 
throwing gasoline on the flre beneath the 
cup of the air vessel. 


The can In which Frlsble was carry- 


Ing the gasoline from the tank became 
ignited, and the flame traveled to the 
tank Itself. Then followed a fearful ex- 
plosion, the burning gasoline being hurled 
all over Frlsble. 


Hla wife hurried to his rescue, and In 


an effort to smother tho fire on hlsj 
clothing, was herself enveloped by ths 
blazing gasoline. Jack Martin, of RlcH- 
mond then rushed to the rescue of ths 
woman, and he, too, waa grasped by tti» 
flames. 


Then P. Murphy came from the crow* 


with the hope of saving one of the three 
burning people, and he was Belied by 
the flames, BO, In the preaenoe of a 
thousand picnickers, these four people 
were blazing like torches. 


Men finally managed to extinguish the* 


flames that were fast roasting to death 
Frlsblo and his wife, Martin and Mur- 
phy.

So badly burned were. Frlsblo and his 


wife that both will probably die. Mar- 
tin and Murphy are not so badly burned 
and will recover.

OF THIRD-STORY WINDOW 


Falls to Cement Pavement 25 Feel Below; 


Concussion of Brain Results, Yet 


She May Survives 


Followed in her dreams by phantoms 


Intent upon doing her injury, pretty 18- 
year-old Sophie Christiansen, whose home 
is near Nlles, but who for the past week 
has been visiting friends living at 254 
Twenty-sixth 
avenue, San Francisco, 


arose from her bed some time after mid- 
night, walked to her bedroom »wlndow, 
three floors from- the ground, and stepped 
out 


The girl fell to the cement pavement

Waite, Says He Refused Ca*e as

BERKELEY. Aug. B.—Echoes of th« 
charge made by C. C. Henion recently 
against Colonel Henry deH. Walte, former 
commandant of the State Unlver*lty, now 
on attorney, by one of his client*, that 
Watte had failed to make good hi* prom- 
ise to use influence with ex-Mayor Phelan 
to collect relief claims In Ban Francisco, 
were heard In Justice B.dgar'*. court this 
morning, when Waite's suit to collect $30 
from C. C. Henion was begun. Walte had 
assigned his claim to C. H. Patterson, 
who appear* as plaintiff. 


Walte, in his testimony this morning, 
alleged that Henion had gone to him on 
June 1, 1906, and aiked him to use Ms 
Influence with J. D. Phelan, head of the 
Red Cross Committee in San Francisco, to 
consider a claim for JlOOO for services 
rendered by the California Hospital Com- 
pany, of which company Henion was man- 
ager.

Through an agent of Henion, alleges 
Walte, he told that the claim was padded. 
He said that he was told that several 
Items In the claim were fraudulent. Sev- 
eral 'days after hearing iitese charges, 
Walte sent word to Henion that he would 
no longer act as his attorney in the matter 
until it was proved to him that the claim 
was an honest one. He then sent in his 
claim for |30, which Henion refused to 
pay, resulting In the present suit. 


Henion was put on the stand in his own 


defense later In the morning. He told the 
court that he had not engaged Attorney 
Waite as a lawyer, but had simply asked 
him to use his influence with Phelan and 
other Red Cross officials whom Waite 
claimed to be intimately acquainted with, 
in having the committee attend to his 
claim as soon as possible as the hospital 
was pressed for ready money. He denies 
having engaged the firm of Waite, Keyes 
and Martin. 
State Senator Mark An- 


thony, who Is conducting the defense, is 
basing his plea on the ground that the 
whole affair was nothing but a personal 
matter between Henion and Waite. Hen- 
ion declares that he will fight the case if 
it costs him a thousand dollars.

Digestion. 


BERKELEY, Aug. 3.—People who pay 


fancy prices for porterhouse steak could 
buy twice the porteln the meat contains, 
and six times the energy stored In the 
meat, if they Invested the dime In pea- 
nuts, at S cents a sack. They could do 
even better than that tf they bought 
beans with the money. 
Professor M. E. Jaffa, the eminent food 
expert of the State university, is author- 
ity for the foregoing remarkable state- 
ments. 
The declarations, with others 


equally important, are contained in a 
bulletin on the value of nuts as food 
which the United States government has 
Juat issued. 
( 
Dr. Jaffa Is soon -to resign his place on 


the university faculty as nutrition ex- 
pert, which he has held for thirty years, 
to accept the higher and more lucrative 
post of chief chemist for the Stale Board 
of Health, his duties to consist In acting 
aa expert for the board in its campaign 
against food adulteration throughout the 
State. 


SALT NOT NEEDED. 


Dr. Jaffa, In his bulletin on "Nuts." 
punctures ihe old idea that salt eaten 
with nuts makes them more easily di- 
gested. He also explains why it is that 
nuts seem to upset the digestive organs. 
Discussing these and other matters con- 
nected with the use of nuts as food, Pro- 
fessor Jaffa says: 
,,, 
"When considering nuts it is readily 
observed that 10 cents will buy about the 
same amount of nut protein as an animal 
protein except in the case of cheese and 
skimmed milk. 
If spent for peanuts it 
will purchase more than twice the pro- 
tein and six times the energy that could

be bought for the same expenditure for 
porterhouse steak. 
"It is of more than passing interest to 
note that 10 cents worth of peanuts will 
contain more than four ounces of pro- 
tein, and 2777 calories of energy, which 
is more protein energy than is furnished 
by many rations regarded as adequate for 
a day. 
"Although peanuts supply protein and 
energy for a smaller sujn than bread, they 
are outranked by dried beans, which, at 
5 cents a pound, wil! supply for 10 cents 
over 200 grams of protein and 3200 calor- 
ies of energy. If more peanuts and dried 
beans were used by fruitarians their diet 
would be enriched and the cost decreased. 


USE ONLY WHEN NEEDED. 


"With the exception, perhaps, of dried 
beans and cheese, no food material has 
the reputation for IndJgestlbility that has 
been accorded to nuts. Discormofrt from 
them is largely due to Insufficient masti- 
cation and to the fact that nuts are often 
eaten when not needed, as after a hearty 
meal, or late at night, though it is un'-

doubtedly true that nut protein-as ortU-l 
narily eaten is not so easily or com- 
pletely digested as meat protein. Very 
likely the concentration of nuts with but' 
three to five per cent water, as compared 
to meat containing from fifty to seventy 
per cent water, is a contributing cause.• 
If careful consideration were given to 
this matter and if attention were paid 
to tne proper use of nuts and their cor-, 
rect place in the diet, there would be les» 
unfavorable comment on their digesti- 
bility. 
"Results and investigations carried on 
with fruit and nut diets at the California 
experiment station affords tentative con- 
clusions regarding the thoroughness of 
digestion which should be of value to 
those who wish to use nuts as * staple 
article of food rather than as an oc- 
casional article of diet. In view, of the 
facts resulting from the experiment* re- 
garding composition and digestibility of 
the diet used by th* subject* in these ex- 
periments, it Is evident that nuts must 
be regarded as the main source of pro- 
tein for the fruitarian*. 


"The 
studies with fruitarians have all' 
indicated that nut protein 1» fairly well 
assimilated; and that this is true of the 
average healthy person is well illustrated 
by an experiment with the university 
student who though entirely unacoui-- 
tomed to such fare gradually changed 
from an ordinary mixed diet to on* ot 
fruit and nuts, which he followed for a 
time without any apparent loss of health 
or strength. 
"There is a popular belief that a little 
salt \vith nuts prevents the digestive dis- 
turbance resulting from eating them. To 
most persons salt undoubtedly add* to 
tbe palatlbility of the nuts, but no in- 
vestigations have been found on record 
which demonstrate any actual improve- 
ment in the digestibility ot nuts due t* 
Bait."

The player is not the only 
one to be considered. There are inalienable rights belonging to the 
persons, who have paid for their seats hoping to enjoy .themselves. It's 
annoying when they are trying to catch the drift of the introduction 
to a play to have to stand up and be rustled about in the dferk, have 
their toes pinched and their bodies crushed by late arrivals who 
blindly smash their way through -the seats and who take the usual 
time of chatter and noise to finally settle. 


Such things are being made impossible in the larger theaters 


of larger cities and should be relegated with other antedated prac- 
tices in (Oakland. There is no reason why an audience should be 
penalized by the tardiness of others. After the opening of the first 
*ct the vast majority should rule and their rights be observed and the 
minority, the tardy ones, penalized by being forced to watt until the 
curtain has fallen.

A Bandit Monopoly Cornered.

from beginning to end—a mere juggling with facts;, terms and con- 
ditions. It was conclusively shown that the company to which the 
rebates were granted is absolutely .owned and controlled by the 
Sbndard Oil Company. What it did was directed by tfh* Standard 
OH managers and the profits derived from its unlawful acts went tt> 
the Standard Oil stockholders. 
It was, in fact, the Standard Oil 


Company under an alias, selling Standard Oil products and working 
Ottt Standard Oil designs while falsely pretending to be a competing 
.rival. 


It is the same sort of a concern as the Waters-Pierce Company 


operating in Missouri, Arkansas and Texas. After that company was 
expelled from Texas on the ground that it was a collusive agent of 
tbe Standard Oil Company, the president of the corporation, with the 
connivance of Senator Bailey, secured its readrnission to the State by 
flat perjury. He made oath that the Standard Oil Company had no 
interest in or connection with the Waters-Pierce Company. Yet at 
that moment the Standard owned a majority of the Waters-Pierce 
stock and was absolutely controtting the company. 


Nearly all the crimes committed by the Standard Oil Company 


hare been perpetrated under aliases. Companies that have been 
| crushed and captured or subsidiary corporations have committed the 


offenses under direction of the Standard managers and for the benefit 
of Standard stockholders. It is nonsense to say the Standard- is not 
responsible for the criminal acts so perpetrated.

Commissioner of Corporations Declares 
Giant Company Greatly Increases Margin 
. Between Finished and Crude Product. 


"I found a' 'coon' looked In my place 


of business last night and I let him go. 
New I wish that I had not been so leni- 
ent," stM John Tlsch, the John D. Rock- 
efeller of local barberdom this morning. 


Tlsch explained that about t o'clock 


last night he went Into his shop under 
tbe Central Bank intending to turn on 
the electric lights, as la his usual custom 
at about that hour. When he had gain- 
ed entrance he was surprised to find 
there a negro named KcKeever, whom 
Tisch had dismissed from his employ 
last Wednesday. McKeever had been 
one of the four porters Tisch employs.

over sixteen year* ago. At that time it 
wa* probably worth less than »10 a front 
foot and nothing has been done by the 
owner to enhance the value of property 
In that vicinity, and, on the contrary, the 
values have been Increased by reason of 
the excellent residences and homes built 
around the laundry's property.

who have established homes in Oakland 
seem to think .that it 1* pretty nearly 
time to regulate the location and conduct 
of business In residential districts which 
will ruin the homes, and from

grievance there is at present no adequate 
relief. No one'* home, it is maintained, 
wul be free from shop and factory en- 
croachments unless the City Council im- 
mediately passes the necessary ordi- 
nances to prohibit the building ot factor- 
ies and laundries In the residential dis- 
tricts. This city has suffered much in 
the past by "funeral parlors" so-casled 
which in ordinary language

undertaker shop, laundries, planing mills 
and the like disturbing businesses being

and laundries seem to think that they 
must be "bought out" in order to prevent 
the establishing of noxious trade In pure- 
ly home localities.

The syllabus, in dealing' with the mod- 


ernism of the faith, condemns with no 
lack of decision "modern errors" concern- 
ing the interpretation of the Gospels, mod- 
ern criticisms of the life, works, miracles 
and death of Christ. 


This Is the first document of its kind 


tp be lastied since Pope Pius IX In bis 
"Quanta Cura" of December, 18«4, in 
which he, gathered a syl'labus of eighty 
popular errors. The text of the document 
follows: 


TEXT OF SYLLABUS. 


It la the misfortune of our age, that 


being Impatient of every restraint, it is 
disposed in its search after primary truths 
to accept novelties whilst at the same 
time abandoning to a certain extent the 
heritage of the human race, thus falling 
into the gravest errors. These errors will 
be exceedingly pernicious If they relate to 
matters of sacred discipline and the in-, 
terpretatlon of the sacred Scriptures and 
the principal mysteries of the faith. 


It is a matter of profoundest regret that 


a certain number of Catholic writers, 
transgressing the limits established by the 
fathers and the Church herself, have de- 
voted themselves to the alleged develop- 
ment' of dogmas, whilst in reality, under 
the pretext of higher research, and in the 
name of history, they explain away the 
dogmas themselves. That these errors, 
which every day are spreading more and 
more among the faithful] may not find 
lodgment in their minds, and thus corrupt 
the purity of their faith it has seemed 
good to Plus X, Pope by Divine Provi- 
dence, to note and condemn through the 
agency of the Holy and Universal Inquisi- 
tion, the most prominent of these errors, 


Therefore, after a. thorough examina-

The present state of the Anglo-Rus- 
sian negotiations is such that Ger- 
many could easily affect the ultimate 
issue. During; the last two years the 
Russian and British governments have 
taken up successively all the questions 
affecting their Interests,

in the near and middle east, and while 
the utmost frankness has been dis- 
played on both sides, coupled with 
evident willingness to meet on a com- 
mon ground for agreement, yet up to 
the present the whole scheme is still 
in process of negotiation and a great 
deal depends upon the deliberations 
of the next few weeks. 


POWERS UNITED. 


The understanding may be expanded 


Into a political agreement similar to 
the Anglo-French entente and it may 
be contracted Into a settlement of sev- 
eral questions. In either case the ne- 
gotiations have served to bring the 
powers closer togethec than they have 
been for a century. Russian liberal

While in the trance she writes

Professor Hyslop at this point related 


several of th* experiments had with Mrs 
Piper acting as the medium.

LIMITATIONS APPARENT. 


The lecturer dwelt on the fact that 


only trivial facts were communicated by 
the spirits and he offered this In support 
of his assertion that the spirit was In 
some abnormal condition. 
In telling of 


.he limitations on communications with 
the spirits he said: 


"I know of an experiment where the 


question as to the conditions prevailing 
n the spirit realm was asked. The ans- 
wer was- 1 would like to tell you about 
conditions here but you would not under- 
stand.' We can learn of these conditions 
mly by analogies. 


"All the facts that I have related 


o you furnish the scientific credentials 
or a future life. If we all could recog- 
ilze theae phenomena and accept the 
heory that there is a future life with- 
out inquiring what the life Is, we will 
be better off. I think that the Hmita- 
ions placed on spiritualistic communi- 
cation Is a providential "revision to give 
us reason for working for higher Ideals 
here."
